i^tiing accnuut? of recent experiment-! 
aiadu with the newly discovered proceps 
of Telephonj. 
Aouord'mg to the Atl- 


rer:i:-er, telephones wre placed at ei- 
ther eud oi a telegraph line owned by 
Waiworth Manufacturing Co , eiteud- 
ing Irom their office in B <ston to 'heir 
factory in C'ambndgeport, a distance oi 
two miles. 
The company's battery, 


consisting of uine Daniels cells wes rt- 
mored from tha circuit and another of 
ten carbon elements substituted. 
Ar. 


ticulate conversatioa then took place 
through the wire. The sounds, at first 
faint and indistinct, became suddenly 
quite loud and intelligible. 
Mr. Bell 


ui Boston and Mr. Watsou in Caui- 
bridficport, then took notes of what was 
said and beard, and the comparison of 
the two records is moat interesting, &s 
showing the accuracy of the electrical 
transmission. The same paper devotes 
much space to the illustration of these 
experiments, giving in parallel columns 
the results of this articulate conversa- 
tion carried on between two persona 
distant two uiiles lion each other.—

All this my 
own ears heard spokes with distinct* 
ness by the thin, circular-disc arma 
ture of just such another electro-mag- 
net as this which I hold in my hand.

SENATOR TRfMBUI.L THIRTY- 


THREE YEARS A(!0. 


The early political history of a lead- 


ing statesman is a matter of interest to 
persons of a later generation. 
In read- 


ing Governor Ford's history of Illinois 
we find a caustic criticism of ex Sena- 
tor Lyman Trumbull, which will be 
read with interest. Gov. Ford's ad- 
ministration extended from 1842 to 


184G, 
covering one of the most critical 


periods in the history of the state. Mr. 
Trumbull, at the opening of this ad- 
ministration, was secretary of state, at 
that time an appointive office, and ar- 
rayed himself against the financial pol- 
icy of the governor, who, thereupon, re- 
moved him, 
although 
both were 


democrats. 
Governor ForJ evidently 


had no liking for Trumbull, as the fol- 
lowing extract from bri history plainly 
shows 


"Trumlm'l, being a good lawyer, hut 


no statesman, was literally devoured by 
ambition for office, and was rather unfit- 
ted to be popular, by any natural means, 
among the people amonRst whom he_re- 
sided. He seemed to have the opinion 
that the only means of success was to be 
a demagogue, »nd he was unfitted by 
nature to be a demagogue. So far from 
possessing that appearance of generosity 
and magoammity, which often recom- 
mends a man to the people, his manners 
were precise, and would be called by 
manv puritanical. He was a man of 
strong prejudices and not remarkable 
for liberal views. No ' such man can 
very successfully play the demagogue. 
He may manage well with politicians, 
but he can never establish a broad foun- 
dation of support among the people, as 
tbere is nothing in such men to attract 
the people to their opinions and charac- 
ter. 
Such men might be respectable, 


acting IB accordance with their natural 
gifts, but must fail when acting a part 
for which they were never fitted ,bv na 
ture. After Trumbull was removed from 
the ofhce of Secretary of State in 1843, 
he hurried off to the Belleville district 
to be a candidate for Congress, calcu- 
lating to secure all the rabid Democrats 
who were most hostile to banks to be 
in his favor. But he failed in getting 
more than two votes in the nominating 
convention. The next ytar he quarreled 
with his old friend, IGov. Reynolds, foi 
the privilege of being a candidate, and 
at this session he became a candidate 
for the United States Senate, but de 
clmed before the election, as it was ev 
ident he could get but few votes. After 
that, again he became a prominent can- 
didate for Governor, but being again 
defeated, ho immediately became a can 
didate lor Congress in the Belleville 
district; ebtained the nomination from 
his party, and, in a district where the 
Democratic party is in a majority o 
8,000 or 4,000 votes, was defeated by 
more than 2,000 majority. Up te this 
time Trnmbull was looked upon as : 
man of gieat promise in the Democrats 
party. He was believed to be an active, 
ambitious and rising man, one who was 
to possess considerable powei.

But when he was defeated for Congress 
by so large a majority, thus disappoint- 
ing the popular belief in his destiny, his 
power and consequence vanished in a 
moment."

AKRAM S. HEWITT'S INTERVIEW 


WITH PRESIDENT GRA>'T. 


A GREAT deal has been said during 


the last few years concerning the privi- 
leges accorded to the 
national banks 


under the law. The oomptrollor of 
the currency notices the charge ia his 
forthcoming report, and presents stat- 
istics to show that the national banks 
»re taxed more heavily in proportion 
than any other 
monied institutions. 


The banking act requires that national 


banks shall pay one per cent annually 
upon the average amount in circulation, 
and one-half of one per cent annually 
upon the average amount of deposits 
•ad the average amount of capital 
stock not invested in United 
States 


bonds. Under this provision the banks 
paid in United States taxes from 
the 


c!itt of their organization (1863) to 
July 1,1875: On circulation, $33,- 
928,703.18 , on deposits, $33,609,- 
89184; on capital, 84,714,44694; 
aggregate, *72,253,081 96. The total 
amount of United States taxes paid by 
state banks, savings banks and private 


banks and bankers during the fiscal 
year ending Jane 30, 1876, was 84,- 
006,698. Allowing them to hava paid 
at the same rate during the last twelve 
years, and we have $48,080,376 paid 
by the state, savings and private banks 
and bankers from 1863 to 1875, as 
against 172,253,071 paid by the na- 
tional banks. This is Federal taxation 
alono. The comptroller of the curren- 
cy, in reply to a circular letter address- 
ed by him to the national banks, re> 
questing them to report the amount of 
state taxation paid by thjm for the 
year 1S75, 
has received returns from 


2,018 banks. These returns show that 
daring the year named these basks 
paid state taxes amounting to $10,- 
053,122. During the same period they 
paid United States taxes amounting to 
•7,317,531. These figures show that 
if the banks have any privileges or ad- 
»»BUgei under the law they are largely 
•xwpenuted for by the taxes which 
tl>*y pay.

BROOKLYN, Dec. 6—Tho fire in the 


Brooklyn theater, last night, was at- 
tended by an appaliog loss of life. It is 
thought that not less than ono bundred 
persons were killed in tba rush to get 
out or burned to death, being unable to 
escape. 
The-fire broke out during the 


performance of the last scene of the 


;Two Orphans." In five minutes more 
the audience would have been dismissed 
and there would have been nothing 
more serious to record than the destruc- 
tion of property. The honsa was about 
two-thirds filled, those below fitting 
well forward towards the stage. 
For 


those ia family • circles and galleries 
there was no way of escape except by 
Washington street, the panic stricken 
people rushed pell mell towards and 
down the stairways, the main exit be- 


top of each other and the mass togeth- 
er, they could extricate comparatively 
few and these were all bruised.bleeding 
and maimed. The firemen got to work 
at the ruins, and shortly after daylight 
this morning, they succeeded in getting 
as far as the "fall" of the dress circle, 
where they found a great number of 
bodies and immediately began the work 
of removal, and up till 11 o'clock, 05 
bodies had been recovered, and what 
appeared to be twenty or thirty more, 
when seen iu the basement, into which 
they had been precipitated by the fall- 
ing of the burning floors. 


Horror upon horror accumulated as 


the day advanced. 
Corpse after corpse 


charred and blackened, was passed out, 
and still the pile of bodies in the cellar 
did not seem to diminish. As the 
number mounted up to 150 and 160 
the belief that the number would reach 
over 200 grew into certainty, and 
fi- 


naily at half past four, the 200th body 
was removed. 
Some were found with 


limbs and hands burned off and nothing 
left but ghastly, blackened trunks. 
At 


five o'clock the number had reached 
220. 


Twenty bodies taken out in a half an 


hour. A look into the pit at this time, 
still[showed a considerable pile of corpses 
lying crosswise, like sticks of rtood.and 
there were apparently still fifty or sixty 
corpses remaining. Ttia 
vvo= in (he 


cellar under the inner vestibule, from 
where all bodies taken out tosday were 
removed. They lay ia a pile apparent- 
ly where they had been 
pitched into 


the collar when the floor and stairway 
gave away. 


As night approached, two calcium 


lights were placed in position, and the 
work of removing the ghastly forms of 
the dead—made more BO by the light, 
was continued.

Just above 
the landing place of the stairway, a 
woman in the crash had her foot pushed 
between the banisters and fell. The 
crowd behind, forced forward by the 
terrified people still further behind, fell 
over her and piled on top of each other, 
four er five deep, The police from the 
station house next door were promptly 
at the scene, but owing to the manner 
in which the people were piled upon 


of the victims were taken out in front 
and rear of the theater, and rapidly 
loaded in boxes and placed upon under- 
taker's wagons. 
Still 
the pile of 


bsdies -n the cellar did not seem to 
diminish. 


When the panic occurred tha doors 


of the main floor of the theater, which 
connects with Johnson avei.ue, were 
opened so that people might escape that 
way. 
This diverted* many from seek- 


ing an escape through the main en- 
trance. 
All who were on the right 


hand side of the parquet anil bilcony 
escaped through these doors. 


The opening of the doors made a 


tremendous draught, which so increas- 
ed the flames that the players were 
compelled to abandon the stags and 
escape as best they might. They had 
remained there to tho last, but seeing 
that it was now a question of life and 
death, they retreated. The flames shot 
out on all sides of the stage and en- 
veloped the procenium and the smoke 
began pouring in ia volumes into the 
parquet. 
Studley and Murdock were 


the last to leave. 
Probably not more 


than five minutes elapsed between the 
beginning of the panic and the com- 
plete envelopment of the stage and par- 
quet by the flames. By this timj, 
nearly all of those in the lower part of 
the house had escaped. The crowd 
from above came pouring down into the 
lobbies, 
which 
were soon densely 


crowded, stairways were choked up and 
there seemed to be no way in which 
they cou'd be relieved. Many succeed- 
ed in escaping by the regular means of 
egress into Washington street, but tbat 
staircase was also soon crowded and 
escape by that way was next to impos- 
sible. 


The greatest loss of life must have 


been among those in the family circle, 
or top gallery. 
Those who happened 


to be seated near the doors succeeded in 
gaining the stairways and lower part of 
the house, but there was many who got 
no further than the second floor, where 
they died. The flames made such rapid 
headway that the lloor fell before assist- 
ance could reach them. The shrieks of 
women, and the .suoutiug and impreca- 
tions of men, and the pitiful cries of 
children were heard below, but there 
was no human relief tor them. It was 
a heartrending situation to have human 
beings perish airaost in sight of their 
fellows—something terrible beyond de- 
scription. 


Two young men, in the flower of their 


professional life, Henry S. Murdock and 
Claude Burroughs, 
weie lost. 'Ihese 


two young men were playing respect- 
ively the piece of "Cripple" and "Picear 
Valeto Cheviler." At the moment when 
the flre was discovered, Murdock was 
before the curtain playing with Miss 
Kate Claxton. 
As soon as the panic 


occurred, and a general rush was made 
to escape, Murdock aud Burroughs ran 
to their dressing rooms to get clothes to 
wear in the street. Their dressing rooms 
were on the same side of the itagc and 
right wing, as viewed from the audito- 
rium, and consequently farthest from 
the stage door, even had that means ot 
exit not been locked by the panic strick- 
en janitor. The dressing rooms were 
arranged in tiers, approached by a nar- 
row stairway, which led to the painters 
bridge which spans the stage. Mur-' 
dock's room was in the second tier, and 
Burroughs on the third. Before they 
emerged, the staircase was one sheet of 
flames, and all chance of retreat cut off. 
The unfortunate men were driven back 
by the roaring flames, utep by step, till 
hoping in the agony of their peril, tbat 
by some chance means of descent from 
the other side of the bridge might offer, 
they ascended to the trembling struc- 
ture. Here they were last seen by J. H. 
Studley, a member of the company, who 
bad left his dressing room a few seconds 
before them and fought his way through 
the flame to a place of comparative 
safety, from which he was enabled to 
make his escape. On the bridge their 
position was helpless. They could not 
descend by the way they came up.— 
There was no other means of escape but 
to leap. At half past ten, this evening, 
the bodies of the two men were digged 
from the ruins. Only the trunk of Mr. 
Murdoak remained. 


Twelve hundred persons were in tha 


theater, 500 in the gallery. 


Thia evening, Union Square theatre 


proprietors ordered that the theater be 
closed and a placard, draped in mourn- 
ing, was placed at the entrance, stating 
that in consequence of the terrible disas- 
ter in Brooklyn, there would be no per- 
fermance, this evening.
